There has been unusual turbulence in Paris and in some other 
of the more populous cities in France, consequent, it would 
seem, on the excitement stirred up by the late elections. 
Street rioting, repeated for several successive nights, can never 
be regarded by any Government as devoid of unwelcome sig- 
nificance, even when it is certain of being repressed before it 
has reached a point of serious danger. The recent ebullitions 
of what, at any rate, took the visible form of popular 
discontent were, unquestionably, very foolish and su- 
premely contemptible, if they had for their object 
the overthrow of the French empire, or even a com- 
pulsory cessation of personal government. But we 
question whether they had any well-defined end in view, 
or whether they arose out of any but the loosest and most 
ephemeral organisation. That some few hundreds of persons

account—much that was combustible, or that soon might have 
been made so, and also a little fire. The fire, of course, was 
easily extinguished—the more or less inflammable masses were 
| speedily dispersed. What might have happened we have no 
inclination to conjecture—what did happen was a great deal of 
| noise shotted, as we may say, with seditious cries, a great 
many arrests, some skirmishes with, but more dodging of, the 
city police, a final demonstration of military force, and a sudden 
| subsidence of tumult and disorder. 
We must do the French Government the justice of remark- 
| ing that it dealt with the emergency with considerable for- 
bearance and consummate address. Under any circumstances 
it requires the nicest judgment to deal with gigantic street 
agitations, especially in times of hot political excitement, 
without erring on the side either of irresolution or of severity. 
The former mistake is apt to develop mischievous propensities in 
embarrassing, perhaps unmanageable, proportions; the latter 
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ean only gain immediate quiet at the expense of future vindic- 


tive disaffection. On this occasion the ruling authorities in 
Paris hit on the via media. They employed the aivil force of 
the city, until it was clear that the civil force was over- 
tasked. They then gave it an impregnable military base, 
upon which the sergents-de-ville might retreat in case of need, 
and whence they might issue, as a cloud of skirmishers, to 
effect arrests. The cavalry swept the people out of the most 
crowded of the boulevards and streets, but without using their 
weapons. The consequence was that everybody who shrank 
from a fresh revolution, but whose restless curiosity had 
impelled him to mingle with the multitude, took heart to 
encourage law and order by acclamations of loyalty and active 
assistance. The cuirassiers, as they patrolled the streets, were 
greeted with cheers; and cries of “Down with the rioters!” 
succeeded those of “ Down with the Empire!’’ On Saturday 
and Sunday nights things had recovered their normal aspect, 
and the inhabitants of Paris prosecuted their business or their 
pleasure with renewed assurance. 

The events of last week, we cannot help thinking, have 
gone far to prove that the day has finally gone by for effecting 
the subversion either of a dynasty or a government in Paris 
by riotous means. The bulk of the population is evidently 
averse to the use of this double-edged instrument for achiev- 
ing political changes. It has not always been so. The people 
ef Paris, however, haye been taught by painful experience 
the immense costliness and the ultimate worthlessness of 
revolutions brought about by popular violence. They have 
learned io prefer the slower progress resulting from ‘public 
epizion to that which is expected to follow, but seldom does 
follow, successful insurrection. It is evident that they 
regarded the nocturnal agitations of last week without much 
sympathy, and, for the most part, without serious apprehension. 
Their first feeling was that of amused curiosity, their next 
that of annoyance and disgust. That they are not satisfied 
with the existing political condition of France was demon- 
strated by the issue of the recent elections. But neither the 
upper, the trading, nor the working classes, wide asunder as 
their political views may be, are anxious to contend for them 
behind barricades. They have votes, and they consider them 
more efficient than rifles. Besides, Paris in its structural 
arrangement is no longer what it used to be. It may be 
easily permeated by the military, and affords comparatively 
few places of shelter for insurgents. The probability is, 
therefore, that we have heard very nearly, if not quite, the 
last of street revolutions in Paris, Whilst they have lost their 
former attractions, they have also ceased to be practicable. 

The Emperor, we imagine, will be far more reassured than 
dieheartened by these abortive riots. To have put them down 
without the spilling of blood is of more moral worth to him 
then a brilliant military triumph. He may read in what has 
happened several lessons of deep significance, of which the 
first and most important is that he may give to the winds the 
counsels of those about him who would persuade him that 
he is not strong enough to trust to the loyalty of his subjects. 
Brawlers there will always be—men whose fanaticism revels 
in conspiracy and disorder. But, happily, their malady is not 
contagious. There is enough sound sense in Paris to confine 
its morbific action within very narrow limits. Neither, we 
imagine, will it henceforth be deemed necessary to treat 
legitimate forms of opposition to the Government as though 
they must necessarily cover revolutionary designs. The 
natural Conservatism of men, no less in France than else- 
where, is sufficiently powerful to make it not only possible, 
but wise, to dispense with many restrictions which serve rather 
to chafe and irritate society than to ensure its safety. 

With his capital under easy and effectual control—at any 
rate, so far as the maintenance of public order is concerned— 
the Emperor may now with less hesitation consider how he 
may best secure that intellectual and moral harmony between 
his subjects and the institutions he has framed for them; 
which, while it will enlarge their freedom, will give increased 
stability to the throne. Never yet, perhaps, has he had so fire 
an opportunity of “ crowning the edifice.” We believe he has 
long been personally desirous of completing the work he has 
been building up, with more or less success, during the last 
eighteen years. Monarchs, we know, seldom learn the truth 
respecting themselves. Napoleon III. has heard much through 
the medium of the late riots; and it is, unexpectedly, of a 
welcome as well as of a monitory character. Unless over- 
borne by influences more potent than the inclination of his 
own will, he ie just the man to turn the accidental revelation 
to good account.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Panis, Thursday, June 17. 

After a week of rioting and excitement, with the wildest ramours 
hourly flying about, Paris has resumed its accustomed tranquil 
aspect, and evening loungers on the boulevards are no longer 
ex d to being unexpectedly capsized by charges of military or 

ice, or consigned to the dreary casemates of Bicétre. Every- 
Body now confesses there was not the smallest reason for-positive 
alarm, and seeks for the origin of the past disturbances in police or 
other secret agency. It is boldly asserted by the Figaro that a con- 
siderable number of the arrested persons were well-known police 
agents, who played the parts of agens provocateurs, and had no 
other address to give except that of the police-dépét on the Quai 
de l’Horloge. On the other hand, some of the semi-official journals 
pretend that the rioters were paid by the Orleanist party, at 
the rate of something like a couple of francs per ; but 
this is generally looked upon as an infamous calumny. It 
is said that knives, and revolvers, and money were found 
upon many of the rioters; a doubtful statement so far as 
revolvers are concerned, otherwise a few chance shots would cer- 
tainly have been fired during the émeute, and no end of bloodshed 
would have resulted. It is a curious fact that, among the 1033 
prisoners now in Bicétre, 564 of whom were arrested on the night 
of Thursday last, and 469 on the day following, there is nota single 
member of what are termed the dangerous classes, but all appear 
to have recognised means of livelihood. For instance, 334 are 
working men, 243 are servants and waiters at cafés and wineshops, 
246 are clerks, 80 are tradesmen, 25 are rentiers, and 105 belong to 
the different liberal professions—which would seem to prove that 
the members of the ragamuffin class, who are generally supposed 
to have been a considerable element in these night disturbances, 
altogether escaped arrest, and that the bulk of those taken into 
custody were innocent lookers-on. The 1033 Bicétre prisoners are 
confined in ten casemates, each of which has a few trusses of straw 
spread along one side, on the flagstones, and these, with a couple 
of troughs and some pitchers of water, constitute all its furniture. 
In addition to those confined at Bicétre, there appear to be about 





| 500 prisoners at the Conciergerie, who are a trifle better cared for. 


The disturbances on the boulevards at the early part of last 
week were confined chiefly to seditious cries and to singing of the 
** Marsellaise.”” It was ally on the Thursday evening that anything 
like actual rioting commenced, when a band of about a hundred 
individuals, the majority of whom were young men wearing caps 
and blouses, and armed with stakes, arrived on the Boulevard 
Montmarte, about half-past eleven o'clock, shouting out, ‘* Vive 
Rochefort !’’ Their first act was to smash the lamps and windows 
of the kiosques, where the newspapers are exposed for sale, and to 
overturn some dozen or more of these structures, with all the seats that 
line the boulevards between the Rues Richelieu and Montmartre. 
With these materials and some of the iron chairs that abound in this 
quarter and any other materials they could manage to lay their 
hands on, they succeeded in raising a sort of barricade right 
across the road to the height of about a couple of feet. For- 
tunately, a detachment of the Garde de Paris 4 cheval, preceded 
by two bodies of infantry, made its appearance on the scene at this 
moment, otherwise the work of destruction would have been carried 
still further, and the barricade become of some importance. The 
arrival of the troops was instantly welcomed by the cheers of the 
lookers-on ; the trumpets at once sounded their notes of warning, 
and the soldiers charged with fixed bayonets at a quick step, send- 
ing the rioters flying before them in all directions. Somewhat 
later, the cavalry swept the boulevards in the direction of the 
Madeleine; while the foot soldiers ran along the foot pavements, 
forcing every one to take ~_ ~ in the side streets, as long before 
this time all the cafés had been closed. Pickets of police and 
cavalry were posted at the further end of most of these streets, so 
that when the people were driven into them they had to find 
shelter in some house, otherwise they stood a good chance of being 
arrested and carried off to the neighbouring police post. The 
sergente-de-ville not only chased the crowd, but dealt out blows 
right and left with their fists, armed, it is said, with steel kauckle- 
dusters. 

During the same evening, on the Place de |’ Hétel de Ville, a 
large body of people assembled, uttering seditious cries and chant- 
ing out the “‘ Marseillaise ;’’ but the police succeeded in restraining 
any further attempt at disorder in this quarter. It was not the same 
at the Place de la Bastille, where the mob, which had assembled at 
an early hour of the afternoon, finally took to pelting all the 
carriages that passed, the sergents-de-ville being powerless to 
prevent them. At ten o’clock the place was cleared by the military 
and order restored. In the Rue Ba Faubourg St. Antoine there 
was considerable excitement, but no acts of violence were committed. 








At the Place Chateau d’ Eau one of the omnibus company’s movable 
offices was demolished; and at Belleville, where, as a measure of 
precaution, troops had taken up their itions as early as six 
o'clock, amidst the hootings of the crowd, the mob succeeded in 
breaking into and demolishing the contents of a house of ill-repute 
and in P undering a wineshop before they could be restrained by 
the soldiery. The usual warning having been given, the troops 
proceeded to disperse the rioters. Numbers are said to have 
received wounds and bruises during the charges of the military and 
police in various quarters of the city, which was not entirely 
tranquil until two o'clock on Friday morning.

Rumours are afloat that Baron Haussmann has 
resigned and that his resignation has been accepted, and that M. 
Rouher will in all probability be obliged to retire from the Govern- 
ment. The Emperor’s paper, the Peuple, published yesterday the 
following letter, which the Emperor has addressed to M. Macau, a 
member of the Corps Législatif :— 

I have received the letter in which, in the name of your constituents, 
you express a desire that my Government may be strong enough to resist. 
the aggressive attacks of some parties, and to give to liberty durable 
securities by causing it to rest on power firmly and vigilantly exercised. 
You add, with reason, that the concession of a principle or the sacrifice of 
individuals is always ineffectual in the face of popular movements, and that 
a Government which 8 itself ought to yield neither to pressure, to 
excitement, nor to revolt. This opinion is mine, and I am happy to find 
that it is shared in by your constituents, as it is, I am sure, by the majority 
of the Chamber and of the country. APOLEON, 

No less than ten Juges d’Instruction have been occupied in 
examining the numerous prisoners at Bicétre and at the Con- 
ciergerie. It is believed that the great bulk of those in custody 
will be soon set at liberty; but there is a general suspicion afloat 
that at the trial of the remainder the mystery which envelops the 
origin of these disturbances will not be satisfactorily cleared up. 

The Viceroy of Egypt arrived in Paris on Saturday morning, 
accompanied by his young son and a numerous suite. me of the 
Imperial carriages were in waiting at the terminus to convey them 
to the Elysée, where they are at present installed, with General 
Pajol and the Emperor’s Equerry, M. Raimbaut, attached to the 
person of the Viceroy. Immediately on the arrival of the latter at 
the palace he received the visits of the Egyptian mission, the prin- 
cipai Egyptian residents, several Ministers, and numerous official 
personages. In course of the afternoon Ismail Pacha, accompanied 
by his son, visited the Emperor at the Tuileries, where he was 
received with the honours usually accorded to foreiga Sovereigns. 
After the official reception, the Emperor, the Empress, and the 
Viceroy retiring into an adjoining saloon, a private conversation of 
some length took place, in the course of which it is said that the 
Empress repeated her promise to be ae at the inauguration of 
the Suez Canal, which is fixed for Nov. 15. On Tuesday a grand 
dinner was given at the Tuileries in the Viceroy’s honour. 

The Queen of Holland, who has been staying here for some 
weeks, left Paris for Cologne on Monday evening, after having re- 
ceived a farewell visit at the Hotel Bristol from the Emperor and 
the Empress. 

Theflittle barque ‘“‘ Paris, port de mer,’’ which for the last six 
months has been lying off the Quai de Louvre, visited by thousands 
of sightseers, dropped down the Seine, on Monday afternoon, at 
the stern of a tug-boat, on herway to Rouen. Her masts had been 
ae mag lowered to enable her to pass beneath the numerous 
widges she had to encounter on her route. From Rouen she will 
set sail with her cargo of articles de Paris for the Chinese seas. 


SPAIN. 

Nearly 1100 military officers and civil officials of all ranks swore 
to the new Constitution on Sunday morning, at the Prado, Madrid, 
before General Milans; but the grand ceremonial of 20,000 soldiers 
taking the oath before General Prim was postponed in consequence 
of the heavy rain. 

The Constitnent Cortes has passed the Regency Bill by193 votes 
against 45. Marshal Serrano, the Regent, was to take the oath on 
Friday before the Cortes. 

The Duke de Montpensier has sent a communication to the 
Government, in which, as a citizen of Spain and a Captain-General 
of the army, he declares that he acknowledges and promises to 
respect the Democratic Constitution as voted by the Constituent 
Cortes. The Duke and his family have arrived at San Lucar 
Barrameda, their summer residence in Andalusia, 

By the Atlantic cable we hear thata battle, which seems to have 
been of some importance, has been fought in Cuba, The Spanish 
account which has reached New York states that the rebels lost 
altogether 1200 men; the loyal forces only sixty.

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Be the decision of the House of Lords in regard to the Irish 
Church Bill what it may, no one except perhaps the President 
of the Board of Control will deny that the debate was con- 
ducted loftily and worthily. The speeches on both sides have 
been marked by the fearlessness and the candour charac- 
teristic of real independence. The Lords are in fear neither 
of chiefs in the House nor of constituents out of it; they do 
not, like Sheridan’s malcontent soldiers, “argue in pla- 
toons;"’ and when their speeches are without sustained 
power, they have at least the merit of not being modelled upon 
conventional forms, and the value which attaches to the 
honest and sincere opinion of a man who speaks that which is 
in himself, and not that which his betters have told him to 
speak. But in the Irish debate, so far as it has proceeded 
while we write, the great question has been discussed with 
extraordinary ability and earnestness, and with more elevation 
of treatment than was found in the smart contests of the 
Commons. The sacrifice of the Church of Ireland will be a 
solemn ceremonial, not a hasty vengeance :— 
We'll carve it as a dish fit for the gods— 
Not hew it as a carcags for the hounds. 

Whoever may speak and whatever nobility may be displayed 
in the course of the discussion, the palm will be due to the 
eminent prelate at the head of the Church of England. Not 
with undue haste, yet forward to his work at an early part of 
the contest, Dr. Tait stood out to demand a second reading 
for the bill. The speech of the Archbishop of Canterbury 
was as wise as it was courageous. He utterly disapproves much 
of the measure, not mere detail, but the principle that leaves 
religion to volunteer support, and therefore makes it neces- 
sary for the preacher to please his flock under penalty of 
being abandoned. He desires that a counter-scheme should 
be prepared which will do away with this, in his mind, grand 





| fault of the bill. But, though not relying too much upon the 
courteous promises of the Cotonial Secretary that amend-: 
ments shall be respeotfully considered, the Archbishop insists 
that it is the duty of statesmen to accept the moasure, bad as 
it may be, and to seek to render ita good one. It will be 
' seen that he concedes the proposition that the Church of 
[reland must cease to be the national Church. This, from the 
Primate of All England is a concession declaratory of the 
ultimate issue, and his implied assent to the disestablishment 
will hereafter, if not immediately, be consolatory to many 
Churchmen who cannot bring themselves to see how 
entirely different are the foundations of the Church 
which is to be destroyed and of the Church which is 
adorned by the learning and piety of Dr. Tait. The Arch- 
bishop has rendered no ordinary service both to Church and 
State by his gallant behaviour in this trying crisis, and it is 
an omen of good to the English Establishment that she is 
represented by a prelate of independent thought and un- 
shrinking courage. Let some of the credit be reflected upoa 
those who assigned him his foremost post, though it may be 
that at this precise moment they may not be especially 
anxious to claim that credit. We place the speech of the 
Archbishop by itself, regarding it as the most important 
demonstration that could be made on the part of the Church 
of England. Asserting the wisdom of establishments, yet 
recognising circumstances which should forbid them, Dr. 
Tait has laid a foundation for a policy that may be called 
into play sooner than is expected, and has shown that he is 
not only prepared to defend the Church over which he pre- 
sides, but to defend it with the weapons which must super- 
sede the antiquated armour that has hitherto been held 
sufficing. His speech and his course have been those of a 
statesman who is also a theologian. 

Next in interest, and superior as a composition, was 
the speech of the Bishop of St. David's. He supported 
the bill. Strong common-sense, conveyed in the most 
forcible language, characterised his address; and if lay- 
men who are accustomed to speak to men who have divested 
themselves of mere superstitions may have thought that Dr. 
Thirlwall took too much pains to demolish such things, it 
must be remembered that every sort of argument, whether 
based on reason or upon the mis-use of sacred phraseology, has 
been pressed into the service of the opponents of the bill, and 
has weight with many unwise but conscientious persons. Good 
work is done by a Bishop who explains away the folly of the 
term sacrilege, and holds up to admiration St. Ambrose, who 
sold the consecrated vessels that he might ransom humas 
beings. And even those who shake their heads at episcopal 
liberalism will be gratified with Dr. Thirlwall’s unhesitating 
onslaught upon Popery—an onslaught all the more effective 
because made by implication. Belief in the Pope is with Dr. 
Thirlwall want of intellect; and he regards the successive 
crashes of priestly power in Italy, Austria, and Spain, not as 
a rival priest regards the fall of another worship than his own, 
but as a sane man beholds folly gradually dying out. He has 
no fear of the Pope in Ireland, but he dislikes the Establish - 
ment that gives the Catholic priest an artificial hold on his 
flock. 

The third triumph was on the other side, and was won by 
Dr. Magec, the new Bishop of Peterborough. This, as a piece 
of oratory, will long be remembered with admiration by those 
who are not in the least moved by his Lordship's arguments, 
or touched by his concluding solemnities. His ease, power, 
and fluency have not been equalled while we write, and there 
is not one speaker in the House of Lords who may be expected 
to equal them. The battle of the Church has been fought 
with consumate skill by Dr. Magee; and if there were any- 
one in the House of Commons with daring enough to deliver 
so remarkable a composition in which wit and sarcasm were 
showered like arrows, and which closed with a pious appeal 
to which even Mr. Bright's religious perorations are tame, 
the nation would ring with the praises of the new orator; 
but it is somehow not the fashion to praise Bishops. We, 
departing from the fashion, on an occasion which especially 
demands that justice be done to the hierarchy, have no hesi- 
tation in recording our belief that three more remarkable 
speeches than those of the Primate and the two Bishops we 
have named have not been delivered in the House of Lords. 

The Primate of Ireland took the attitude of complaint of 
the hard measure, and discharged a disagreeable part with 
dignity; and the Bishop of Derry was very pugnacious 
and very amusing. Of the fourteen lay speakers it is 
enough to say that nearly all addressed themselves to their 
work with much earnestness, and with as much abnegation of 
mere party as might be expected. Hitherto the uncompro- 
mising enemies of the bill, outside the Church, have been but 
slightly represented ; but the Earl of Derby svlects the third 
night to pour in thunder on thefoe. The head of the Divorce 
Court made an effective maiden speech in favour of the 
measure ; and Earl Grey, with much censure of the Ministry, 
whom he charged with having, for party purposes, produced an 

undesirable state of feeling in Ireland, advised the Lords not te 
set themselves against public opinion. Lord Carnarvon repeated 

e lesson of moderation which he had preached at the meeting 
in St. James's-square, and Lord Stratford de Redcliffe brought 
his experience and wisdom in aid of the motion for the second 
reading ; but said that his vote on the third would be con- 
ditional on the measure being greatly improved. These have 
been all the speeches of which mention needs be made ; and it 
will be observed that the chief successes are with the Church- 
men. It may reasonably be supposed that in the concluding 
part of the debate the lay element will distinguish itself; and 
it is only dueto the House of Lords to say that the debate is 
marked by a largeness and a power which, but for the English 
| and wholesome hatred of fine words, might not be inappro- 
priately termed grandeur. Writing, however, for Englishmon 
and about Englishmen, it may be safor to say that tho orations 
are worthy of the occasion which produces them.

The 
Bishop of Rochester, in highly complimentary terms, presented to 
Miss Boyd the conveyance of land on which it is proposed a new 
school shall be built, and a handsome subscription raised for build- 
ing it in the parish and neighbourhood. 


Lutterworth church, celebrated for its connection with Wycliffe 
the Reformer, was, on account of its dangerous state, shut up three 
ears ago, and, after an interval of a twelvemonth, funds Lester 
en raised, its restoration was commenced, and, having been 
executed by Mr. Scott, architect, at a cost of £7700, the renovated 
building was reopened on Wednesday week. By unanimous consent 
of the tradesmen all the shops in the town were closed at one o’ clock, 
and the town itself was profusely decorated. Banners, flags, and 
monster posies of flowers were exhibited from a large number of the 
houses, aud across the various streets were floral and other articles 
of a festal character. 


A new church has been opened at Slingsby, Yorkshire, in room 
of the dilapidated old one.

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The interesting town of Colchester, being the scene of unusual 
bustle this week, upon the occasion of the annual meeting of the 
Essex Agricultural Society, has afforded us the subjects of four or 
five Illustrations. It is, beyond all question, one of the most ancient 
places of historical importance in Britain, as it was the Roman 
colony of Camulodunum—‘ the first Roman city in the island,”’ 
says Mr. Thomas Wright, ‘‘that was honoured with the name of 
Colonia.’ It is said to have been once ruled by a British Prince, 
named Coel, as Lieutenant of the Roman governor; but the name 
of the town is more probably derived from the river Colne, upon 
the banks of which, rising to the height of 100 ft., the modern 
town is built. Its port is at the Hythe, lower down the river. 
Colchester is ten miles from the sea, and fifty miles from London: 
it isa thriving market town, with a population of 6000 or 8000. 
We have chicfly to notice a few of its architectural antiquities. 
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The earthen ramparts of the Roman camp at Lexden, and the walls 
(partly Norman) of stone mixed with brick, surrounding the old 
town, of which there are abundant remains, have a high degree of 
interest. So have the ruins of the castle, standing on the north 
side of High-street. It was founded by Eudes de Rie, or Eudo 
Dapifer, steward to William Rufus. This castle is associated with 
an incident of the Civil Wars of the seventeenth century. 

The town of Colchester had not long before surrendered to the 
Royalists, and had been garrisoned by a strong force under the 
command of Sir Charles Lucas and Lord Goring, when Fairfax 
arrived, in 1648, with a determination to recover it for the Par- 
liament. His purposes were very summary. He would storm and 


take the place at once; but, after a very severe struggle for several 
hours, he found he must alter his plans and trust to the more 
Eleven weeks passed, and the

Royalists were at length compelled to surrender at discretion, or, at 
least, with only the guarantee of the lives of the soldiers and inferior 
officers. But Lord Goring was reserved to be dealt with by the 
Parliament, as was, too, Lord Capel, who was with him at Colchester. 
The two officers next to these, Sir George Lisle and Sir Charles 
Lucas, were conducted outside the castle walls and there shot. 
The monastic establishment of St. Betolph's, Colchester, merits 
a passing notice. It was founded in the reign of Henry L., asa 
riory of Augustine Canons, by a monk of the name of Ernulpb, 
mut was dissolved, of course, at the Reformation, and the cif 
buildings were reduced to a premature ruin in the Civil War when 
the great siege of Colchester took place. Parts of the church still 
remain. The west front must have been originally a very magni- 
ficent work. The double series of intersecting arches that form the 





} second and third stages of the facade and extend over the elabo- 
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rately-rich Norman gateway are especially interesting. It is from 
such examples of the pointed arches thus accidentally obtained by 
the intersections of round ones, that the essential principle of the 
Gothic has been supposed to have been derived. Some of the lofty 
circular arches of the walls forming the body of the church also 
exist in a tolerable state of preservation. The length of the church 
was 108 ft. ; the breadth across the nave and aisles about 44 ft. The 
exceeding hardness of some of the materials used in the construction 
of this building renders it probable that they had been taken from 
the ruins of Roman buildings at Colchester. 

St. John’s Abbey, founded, in the year 1096, upon the site of an 
old Saxon hermitage, where miracles were rife, was a convent of 
Benedictine monks, the chief of which, a mitred peer and baron of 
the realm, had a seat in Parliament and exercised a civil and 
criminal jurisdiction over his neighbours at Colchester. But the

last Abbot, John Riche, was hanged at Greenstead for refusing to 
submit to King Henry VIII. and to surrender his estates, in 
accordance with the policy of disestablishment and disendowment 
which then prevailed. The abbey building itself has been totally 
destroyed; a beautiful gateway, of much less ancient date, orna- 
mented with sculptured figures of saints and angels, is all that 
remains; it stands in the ground belonging to the new cavalry 
barracks. The Church of St. Nicholas, in the High-street, with its 
projecting clock-dial, is half a ruin: it is more than 160 years ago 
that the old tower fell down through the roof of the chancel, which 
has never been restored, while the other portion of the building is 
kept in repair and used for public worship. 

At the period of the Russian war, in 1856, Government resolved 
to establish at Colchester a permanent camp, like those of Shorn- 
cliffe and Aldershott, which forms the subject of one of our 





Illustrations. A part of the German Legion was quartered here in 
1856: the dépét battalions of the regiments on service in India are 
now to be found here. There is accommodation for 3500 soldiers 
in the barracks, with spacious grounds for drill and parade, a 
chapel, school-house, reading-rooms, gymnasium, racquet-court, 
and other suitable premises. The Commandant of the station is

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


If, as is said, there are any persons who wish to abolish the House 
of Lords as a branch of the Legislature, they should have been 
ane ‘during the debates on the Irish Church Bill this week. 

ven they must have come to the conclusion that an institution 
which can create such interest and draw such audiences as then 
were gathered together is not likely to be easily dissolved. While 
the House continues to “draw” it is not probable that its 
doors will be permanently closed. Positively, not even a 
Queen’s speech in person ever caused a denser assembly in that | 
chamber than on Monday. The wreath of ladies in the galleries, | 
and the hustling strangers, the overlapping M:P.’s, and the | 
“‘black-hole” packing of the steps of the throne, need only to be 
alluded to; but the aspect of the area of the House was more 
remarkable. It was not possible to see a bit of crimson bench— 
even the red of the woolsack was in eclipse; and on the floor, peers of 
every degree, and Bishops who had petitions to present were tumbling 
over each other in a way which recalled recollections (the comparison 
must be excused for its aptness) of a shoal of porpoises in a tolerably 
wavy sea. Everyone knows that, pro Ade vice, Lord Derby has 
resumed the leadership of the Opposition in the Lords, and that 
Lord Cairns has been relegated to his much more fitting post 
of first lieutenant. The influence of Lord Derby was evinced 
by the fact that his rising and coming to the table acted like a 
charm in quelling the absolute disturbance which prevailed, and, 
like Roderick Dhu’s band, everyone sank down into his place, and 
so, in a manner, were out of sight, and there was silence complete. 
It was out of slightly-renewed hubbub that Lord Granville appeared 
to move the second reading of the bill. 

A phenomenon—fer this noble Lord, whose easy, cheery nature, 
whose assured position, and whose kindly relations with every indi- 
vidual in the Upper House render him the least ruffled of leaders, 
was on this occasion as nervous as a schoolboy when taking part 
in a speech day. There could be no doubt that his mode of opening 
his case was not a rhetorical device, for he was deadly pale; there 
was not a spark of his usual beaming smile, and his utterance, 
generally rather thick, was like what that of Demosthenes may be 
sup to have been with the pebbles stillin his mouth. If, as 
was palpable, Lord Granville wanted to be cheered by cheering, 
he an not get it from his friends, who seemed to be in a state of 
great depression, a feeling palpably typified by the Duke of 
Argyll, who sat with his face in his hands and his head 
sunk on the back of his seat all the time his colleague 
was speaking. Stern judgment was passed on Lord Granville’s 
5 h while he was deliverin it; but su uent con- 
side.atica has brought many to the conclusion that it was, asa 
whole, of much ability, and in many respects well adapted to the 
occasion. Perhaps he will reserve any dash which he may have in 
him for his reply. Really, Lord Harrowby’s delineation of the 
ancient Church-and-State men was in its way very good; his 
spasmodic vigour and his inconsequentiality were in excellent keep- 
ing with the part, and there were moments when some few persons 
absolutely attended to what he was saying. Very characteristic 
was the deliverance of Lord Clarendon, who, as it would appear, 
cared nothing for the debate, as, probably, he cares for few 
human things and beings. Knowing what sooner or later must 
be the result, and yielding to the necessity for his speaking, he 
chose the time when the House, for sundry weighty reasons, was 
thin, if not nearly empty, to utter just what came into his mind 
in a kind of mocking voice and with an air as if he thought the 
sooner he got over his task the better. The plaintive piping of the 
Duke of Rutland, the commonplaces of Lord Romilly, and the 
severe pronouncement of Lord Stratford de Redcliffe were of use to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, for he had the advantage of the 
force of contrast, when he was uttering one of the ablest speeches 
he has ever yet made in Parliament; and besides, he developed a 
new manner; for, though, if it be not profane to say so, he was 
suggestively “‘pawky’’ in his line of argument, he yet spoke 
as if the current of his blood was warm—just warm enough 
for the occasion. Beyond a somewhat radical divergence 
from his party, and especially from his whilome leader, not much 
was to be e from Lord Carnarvon; and, in truth, so far as 
his physical development and his verbal display were concerned, he 
was more feeble than usual, and his half-and-half energy served as 
a foil to the robustiousness of the Bishop of Derry, who with great 
success managed to close the first night’s entertainment with a | 
blaze of oratorical pyrotechny.

HOUSE OF LORDS.—Frinay, Jcne Ll. 

Lord Bateman was the means of raising a short preliminary 
discussion on the Irish Church Bill. Expressing his sense of the 
difficult position in which their Lordships were Uyree he remarked 
that the e was introduced by a powerful Minister and sup- 
ported by large majorities of the House of Commons; whilst it was 
well known that a _ majority of their Lordships were opposed 
to the principle of the bill. On every side they were threatened, and 
told that they must accept the bill without modifying its provi- 
sions. He wished to know how far the Government were prepared 
to indorse this view of the matter. The inquiry had the effect 
of calling up Lord Carnarvon, who protested against the pre- 
mature discussion of a question of so much gravity; and Lord 
Cairns, who condemned the course pursued by the noble Lord. 
The result was that Lord Bateman consented to withdraw his : M+ 
tion. Lord Granville pronounced the interrogatory of Lord 
Batemen alike unusual and inconvenient. At the same time, he 
undertook on the part of the Government to state the course they 
intended to adopt when he came to move the second reading of the 
bill on Monday. Meanwhile, he would only say that Ministers wore 
resolved in no degree to depart from the respectful attitude which 
they owed to the House of Commons as well as to their Lordships.

If he 
has served three years as Ambassador at any foreign Court he is 
entitled to receive ii 700a year. By the same Act, £700 a year may be 
granted to any person after the expiration of fifteen years if he 
has actually served ten years. At present four persons are enjoy- 
ing the first-class pension—Lord Napier (but the —- is in 
abeyance because he is Governor of Madras), who served twenty-five 
years, and during five of these years was an Ambassador; Lord 
Stratford de Redcliffe, whose services commenced in 1807 and ended 
in 1858; Lord Cowley, who entered the service in 1824 and retired 
in 1867; and Sir H. Bulwer, who entered the service in 1827 and 
retired in 1865. The service was actually longer before the pension 
was granted than was required by the Act. 

The Bankruptcy Bill was again considered in Committee. Pro- 
gress was made as far as clause 91, but, as on the previous days, no 
amendment of co uence was made in any of the clauses. The 
clauses relating to the audit of accounts in country bankruptcies 
were Jame ,» &8 were those creating the chief court in London, 
Sir Roundell Palmer and many other members expressing a strong 
opinion that Mr. Commissioner Bacon was the proper person to be 
appointed Chief Judge. 

At the evening sitting, after an ineffectual attempt to ‘‘ count 
out,”’ Mr. P. — or brought under the notice of the House a recent 
decision of the Salisbury Petty Sessions, by which two children of 
tender years had been sentenced to a month’s imprisonment for 
stealing a shilling’s-worth of greens; and he took the opportunity 
of delivering a strong invective against the Salisbury Bench and 
country justices generally.

empire. Agreeing neither with those who urged them to accept 
the measure as it stood, nor those who advised them to roject it 
without consideration, he was glad when he heard the hope held 
out to them that any amendments made by their a would 
be seriously considered by the Government and the House ef 
Commons. The curse of [Ireland had been the constant religious 
and political agitation upon which the voluntary system subsisted ; 
and it was his earnest desire not to encourage another agitation 
of the sort in that country. Their Lordships had been told that if 
they gave the bill a second reading they would only show themselves 
powerless as a branch of the Legislature; but they who said .uat 
were in reality those whose action would reduce them to power- 
lesancss. He, in common with other members of the Episcopal 
Bench, were sincerely attached to the Irish Church. They had at 
the same time at heart, and desired the union to be continued, 
because they felt that the same blow which fell upon the Irish Church 
would also fall upon them, Although, therefore, they did not 
approve of the bill in its present shape, they desired that it should 
be fairly considered, and, if posstble, so altered and amended as te 
be converted into a good measure. 

The Earl of Carnarvon also urged that in the interest of the 
Church the bill should be considered in Committee, with a view te 
the introduction of more generous terms for the disestablished body. 
At the same time he acknowledged that the principle of establish. 
ments was gradually crumbling away, and that it would be 
impossible for their Lordships to resist, either with dignity or 
success, the deliberate and distinct opinion of the country. 

The Bishop of Derry opposed the bill on the ground that it 
would reduce the Church of Bent to a reliance ——- the haan oo | 
principle; and Volun he contended, was absolutely unfit:

In t to the latter 
part of the question of the hon. and nt gentleman, I must say 
that the Government have not thought nor will they think it their 
duty to express any opinion upon it, and for a reason which I think 
the hon. and gallant member himself will consider just—namely, 
that there may be many thingson which, intheabstract, a Governmeat 
agreed, but a — would not feel themselves justified ia 
expressing their approval—su uestions, for example, as regarded 
the action of one ee of the Yegtiasene. As te “* whether the 
Government concur in the opinions therein expressed '’—whether, 
in fact, we approve of any threat or attempt at intimidation against 
the free action of the other House of Pariiament—on that subject 
I think I may appeal to the tone which characterised the debate 
upon the Irish Church question here and elsewhere, as far as the 
Government were concerned, that nothing 1s further from our 
intention, Each branch of the Legislature is not only independent 
in its action, but justly jealous of any attempt to interfere 
with freedom of discussion within it, and still more so of any 
such attempt made by the quasi-authority of a Minister of 
the Crown. These are not merely words, but I have 
received of late several communications in respect to the hol 
of great public meetings in support of the Irish Church Bill, and 
have, as I could presume, steadily discouraged them. I believe my 
right hon. friend the President of the Board of Trade has alse 
received many communications of the kind, and he has takea 
precisely the same course, being anxious to avert anything which 
might be likely, or appear, to interfere with the action of the 
House of Lords.

THE AQUATIC LIFE-SAVING APPARATUS. 


The exhibitions in the Thames, opposite the river terrace of 
Cremorne Gardens, and on another occasion in the Lower Lake of 
the Crystal Palace pleasure-grounds, have afforded —— numbers 
of spectators an opportunity of admiring Captain J. B. Stoner’s 
apparatus for saving life at sea in case of shipwreck. It was 
repeatedly exhibited in the sea off Havre last summer, at the time 
of the Haye Maritime Exhibition, under the patronage of the 
French Government. The inventor, Captain Stoner, is an officer of 
the Federal army of the United States; and his representative or 
agent now in London is Mr. Craddock, also an American, who is 
accompanied by his wife; both Mr. and Mrs. Craddock performing, 
in public, the operation of putting on this apparatus, and 
floating with great ease and comfort, by means of it, either in 
still water or amidst the roughest waves. The apparatus 
is a dress which may be worn above the ordinary clothes, 
and which consists, firstly, of a large flexible cork belt, or vest, to 
be fastened around the chest ; secondly, of an indiarubber garment, 
made in one piece, covering the whole person from head to foot. 
This has no openings except one at the neck, through which, a

“Obituary,” with a brief memoir 
of his personal career. The 
Portrait now engraved, from a 
photograph by Messrs. Maull and 
Co., bears little resemblance to 
“that dirty dauber’s caricature 
of Mr. Hobhouse,’’ published in 
a Tory magazine nearly fifty 
years ago, at which Byron ex- 
presses such vehement indig- 
nation in a prose note to his satire 
called ‘‘ Hints from Horace.’ 
The fourth and best canto of 
*“*Childe Harold,’’ which has 
been thought by some readers the 
finest portion of all the poet com- 
posed, was dedicated to Hobhouse, 
who wrote the explanatory notes 
for it, supplying much_ valuable 
historical and topographical in- 
formation. His dissertations ou 
the ruins of Rome and his essay 
on Italian architecture were 
afterwards embodied in a larger 
book about Italy, which may 
still be perused with interest by 
literary and antiquarian scholars, 
though it has been superseded by 
later works as a description of 
that country in our own time. 
Mr. Hobhouse, who cherished a 
strong political sympathy with 
the Liberal party throughout 
Europe, devoted a great deal of 
his attention to French affairs 
under the Restoration; and 
his censures of the Bourbon 
Government, then sustained by 
British arms, made him obnoxions 
t> our Tories at home. In 1819, 
having written } a ang in 
favour of Radical form, which 
were denounced in the House of 
Commons as seditious, he was 
arrested, by the Speaker's war- 
rant, and imprisoned several weeks 
in Newgate.

Mr. Hobhouse, as the coll e of Sir Francis Burdett, instead of 
the “‘Mr. Lamb,’’ so politely mentioned by Byron, who was Mr. 
George Lamb, Lord Melbourne’s brother, who had defeated 
Hobhouse in a former election for this constituency. From that 
time, until he was created a peer, in 1851, Sir John Hobhouse, who 
succeeded to his father’s Baronetcy in 1833, took an active part in 
Whig politics, as a consistent advocate of all Liberal measures. 
He held in succession the offices of Sec: for War, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, Chief Commissioner of Woods and Forests, and 
President of the Board of Control for India. He is succeeded in the 
Baronetcy by a nephew, Sir Charles Parry Hobhouse, of the Bengal 
Civil Service.

NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


The whole of the troops at Aldershott camp, including four 
regiments of militia, were reviewed on Monday by Lieutenant- 
General the Hon. Sir James Yorke Scarlett, G.C.B. 


Tuesday's Gazette publishes official! despatches describing the 
operations of the force under the command of Major-General A, T. 
ilde against the Hazara hill tribes in October last. 


On Tuesday the Duke of Cambridge, with Lord William Paulet 
and Sir Hope Grant, visited Sandhurst College, and made an 
official inspection of the gentlemen cadets, previous to their leaving 
the college for the midsummer holidays, which extend to Aug. 1. 


The Prince of Wales, as Colonel-in-Chief of the Rifle Brigade 
(the Prince Consort’s Own), presided at the annual dinner given by 
the officers of the brigade, on Monday’ evening, at the London 
Tavern, Bishopsgate-street. About seventy officers were present. 


It.is stated that Prince Arthur will proceed to Canada in the 
autumn, where he is to be attached to the Rifle Brigade. On his 
return, in the spring of 1870, his Royal Highness will probably join 
a battalion of the same regiment. 


On the Ist inst. Great Britain had a naval force of over 46,000 
iaen employed on active service, with a fleet of 275 ships, consisti 
of 68 ships and vessels on the home stations, including Roy 
yachts, &c.; 109 ditto on foreign stations; 24 ditto for surveying 
and jal services; 21 ditto in the coastguard service; 38 coast- 
guard tenders, formerly termed coastguard cruisers; 13 ships on 
passage to England ; 2 ditto paying off.
